Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No.  28/46  of  February  11th, 
1946,  states  that  the  annual  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  1945  is  to  be  prepared  on  the  lines  of  that  for 
1944,  as  indicated  in  Circular  49/45  of  March  9th,  1945. 

The  general  health  of  the  neighbourhood  during  1945  has 
been  good,  apart  from  an  epidamic  of  measles.  Though  there 
was  some  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Pever, 
there  were  fewer  cases  of  Diphtheria. 

Unfortunately  there  is  still  no  improvement  in  the  housing 
situation,  with  the  demand  for  houses  ever-increasing.  As 
you  know,  everything  possible  is  being  done  to  obtain  a supply 
of  new  houses  as  soon  as  possible,  and  I trust  that  I will  be 
able  to  mention  some  improvement  in  my  next  report. 

Once  again  1 have  to  thank  all  the  Council  officials  for 
their  help,  especially  Mr.  Omand,  Mr.  Douglas,  Mr.  Hall  and 
Mre  Cummings,  1 wish  to  thank  you.  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  for 
your  continued  interest  and  encouragement.
